WASHINGTON, May 14 (UP) 
-— President Eisenhower told 
Republican legislative leaders 
today he “would not want to 
assume responsibility for the 
security of the country” if Con- 
gress cuts funds for missiles 
and aircraft. 

House Republican leader Jo- 
seph W. Martin Jr. told report- 
ers after the Republican con« 
gressional leaders’ weekly White 
House meeting that the Presi- 
dent expressed alarm at reports 
that a House Military Appropri- 
ations subcommittee had made 
cuts in the Defense Depart- 
ment’s missiles and aircraft 
program. 

Mr. Eisenhower will try to 
enlist public support for his 
whole $71,800,000,000 budget in 
a nation-wide TV-radio speech 
tonight. 

(The speech will be carried in 
St. Louis at 8 o’clock by KSD- 
TV, KSD, KWK and WIL. 
KWK-TV and KTVI will carry 
a film of the address, KTVI at 
9, KWK-TV at 10:15. 

Martin said the President ex- 
pressed himself strongly at to- 
day’s 90-minute meeting against 
any cuts in the missiles-aircraft 
program. 


Agreement by Knowland. 


Senate Republican leader 
William F. Knowland said he 
agreed completely with the 
President on this subject. Know- 
land called the missiles and air- 
craft program “our greatest 
guarantee of peace.” He said 
aggressors started World War 
II and the Korean conflict be- 
cause “they thought we were 
too weak to strike back.” 

“As long as the Communists 
maintain their strong military 
position,” Knowland said, “this 
is not the time for the United 
States or the free world to 
weaken its defenses.” 

A House Appropriations sub- 
committee has approved tenta- 
tively what members today 
termed substantial cats in Mr. 
Eisenhower's defense budget. 
Subcommittee sources said there 
were no grounds for Mr, Eisen- 
hower’s fear that funds for mis- 
siles and aircraft had been cut 
dangerously. 

One key committee source 
said that missiles and aircraft 
got “preferential treatment.” 

Mr. Eisenhower asked . for 
$36,200,000,000 in new appro- 
priations for defense, not in- 
cluding a $2,300,000,000 item 
for military. construction, which 
is handled separately. Subcom- 
mittee members declined to say 
just how much had been elimi- 
nated in the subcommittee’s 
tentative action. 


One Member’s Comment. 


One member put it this way: 
“There have been some pretty 
deep cuts made in the military 
budget. But as far as I know 
no cuts have been made in 
missiles funds and those applied 
against aircraft are definitely 
limited.” 

Representative John Taber 
(Rep.), New York, ranking Re 
publican on the full Appropria- 
tions Committee, said he did 
not believe subcommittee re- 
ductions would hurt any “legiti- 
mate, effective” defense activity. 

Knowland told reporters the 
President discussed with Repub- 
lican leaders the “broad scope” 
of tonight's budget talk. But 
devoted most of his time to 
urging the prevention of severe 
cuts in the defense budget. 

Knowland and Martin said 
also the President stressed the 
importance of an adequate 
budget for the United States 
Information Agency and the 
State Department to help coun- 
ter Communist moves in the 
cold war.

SENATE VOTES 
ADDED FEE FOR 
BIGGER TRUCKS 


Also Passes Bill for!

JEFFERSON CITY, May 14— 
A bill to require big trucks to 
pay an additional state license 
fee of $100 a year to haul 
heavier loads on Missouri high- 
ways was passed today by the 
Senate 30 to 0 and sent to the 
House. 
The Senate also passed and 
sent to the Mouse a bill to es- 
tablish a te Department of 
Public Safety and Fire Preven- 
tion, as recommended by Gov. 
James T. Blair following the 
nursing home fire at Warrenton 
in which 72 persons were killed 
last Feb. 17. 
The truck fee bill was intro- 
duced by Senator Omer 
Avery (Dem.), Troy, after the 
Senate had approved a measure 
sponsored by the Missouri truck 
lobby to permit longer and 
heavier trucks to operate in 
Missouri. An effort to amend 
that bill, to require the larger 
trucks to pay bigger state fees, 
failed when the amendment was 
ruled out of order. 

Lobby’s Bill Held Up. 

The truck lobby’s bill, extend- 
ing maximum truck length from 
45 to 50 feet and increasing 
permissible truck weights from 
60,010 to 64,650. pounds, has 
been held up in the House by 
Speaker Roy Hamlin since it 
was passed by the Senate two 
weeks ago. 

Lobbyists for the truck inter- 
ests were growing uneasy be- 
cause of Hamlin’s failure to re- 
fer the bill to a House com- 
mittee, fearing that the delay 
might prove fatal because the 
legislative session will end May 
31. It was reported that the 
truckers were planning to have 
their supporters in the House 
take action to force the speaker 
to refer the bill. 

Today, however, Hamlin an- 
nounced that the truck length 
and weight bill would be re- 
ferred to the House Committee 
on Transportation Other Than 
Railroads, which is headed by 
Representative Jennie Chinn 
(Dem.), Shelbyville. 

Wants Co-Ordinate Action. 

Hamlin told reporters he 
would send the bill to Miss 
Chinn’s committee tomorrow, 
and expressed the hope that 
the Avery truck fee bill, passed 
by the Senate today, could be 
referred to the committee at 
the same time. He said he 
thought the two bills should be 
considered and acted on to- 
gether as companion measures.

the United States to get news 
from Red China would be for 
newspapers and press associa- 
tions to employ correspondents 
of other nations to cover that 
country for American readers. 


Under a barrage of questions 
at his news conference, Dulles 
admitted the use of other na- 
tionals would not be as “desir- 
able” as the first-hand reports 
of American correspondents but 
pointed out that the United 
States would have no responsi- 
bility for protecting such for- 
eign correspondents. 


He said the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration does not favor 
allowing any more Americans to 
go into Communist China while 
other Americans are being 
abused there in defiance of all 

, the rules of decency. 
Denies Need for Logic. 


Asked if he was not being “in- 
consistent” in previously agree- 
ing to let a limited number of 
American correspondents go 
into the barred region for a 
short time—a proposal rejected 
by most newspapers and press 
associations—the Secretary said 
with a smile that it was not 
possible to be “absolutely logi- 
cal” when trying to work out an 
acceptable compromise. 

He said the limited number 
suggestion was put forth on an 
“experimental basis,” and in- 
volved “a chance'we would be 
willing to take.” 


Dulles said the American 
Government must protect 
Americans wherever they go and 
that no American can waive 
that right of protection. 


Asked whether he would per- 
mit American correspondents | 
to go into Red China if the. 
Communists released the Amer- | 
icans they now hold, he re-| 
plied that the release would | 
change the situation and “we | 
would certainly take a new 
look at it.” He added that the 
Communist Chinese would have 
to show they had respect for 
all Americans and American 
authority. 

Issue Under Study. 

Dulles said that the State 
Department was studying a 
number of suggestions for issu- 
ing passports good for travel in 
Red China. The problem, hé 
said, was to see whether they 
would not interfere with Amer- 
fean foreign policy and at the 
same time be acceptable to the 
newspaper community. 


A reporter pointed out that | 
critics of the department's pags- 
port policy had said that “since | 
you control passports, foreign 
reporting is on the sufferance 
of the Secretary of State.” 


The Secretary replied that 
“the passport area is in doubt” 
and noted that several cases are 
in the courts now to determine 
“whether the right to travel 
anywhere is superior to foreign 
policy.”

Dulles said he was relying 
on several Supreme Court opin- 
fons that the “freedom of the 
press” clauses in the Bill of 
Rights referred to publication 
and not to the collecting of 
news.

MERCURY Nev., May 14 
(UP) — The Atomic Energy 
Commission disclosed today 
that the United States will fire 
its first air-to-air atomic rock- 
et in the nuclear test series 
which begins this week. 

The rocket will be fired 
from a piloted plane high 
above the sprawling Nevada 
proving grounds. It will be 
armed with a nuclear war- 
head. 

A prototype of the warhead 
to be used was detonated dur- 
ing the 1955 nuclear tests. The 
warhead was dropped from a 
high-flying bomber and touched 
off approximately a mile above 
the desert test grounds. 

In the past, atomic weapons 
and devices have been dropped 
from bombers, exploded atop 
towers, fired from a cannon 
and even set off underground 
and under the sea’s surface in 
the Pacific. 

It also has been previously 
announced that American inter- 
ceptor planes have been armed 
with air-to-air rockets and that 
ground-to-air missile rings pro- 
tecting American cities were 
being armed with the cataclys- 
mic fission heads. But none has 
ever been given an actual field 
test. 


The AEC declined to disclose 
immediately what type of target 
the rocket would be aimed 
toward, but it was assumed it 
would be a pilotless drone plane 
of some type. 


Neither would the AEC dis- 
close immediately what pre- 
cautions were planned to pre- 
vent a wild firing or to detonate 
the rocket should it miss its

That would trip a hopper full

RICHLAND, Wash., May 14— 
The huge Hanford atomic plant, 
sprawled across an area half 
the size of Rhode Island, was 
opened to the press yesterday 
for the first’ time in its 13-year 
history. It manufactures plu- 
tonium for atomic weapons. 


The 35 reporters who accept- 
ed the Atuinic Energy Commis- 
sion’s invitation got only distant 
views of a few of the eight 
prison-like concrete buildings 
strung along the south bank of 
the Columbia river, where 
uranium 238 is changed into 
plutonium. This conversion 
process, and the later purifica- 
tion and shaping of the pluto- 
nium, take up 90 to 95 per 
cent of Hanford’s $90,000,000- 
a-year operating budget. 


Buildings that were opened 
to the reporters accounted for 
the other 5 to 10 per cent. They 
contained test reactors, biologi- 
cal laboratories, the radio-met- 
allurgy shop, a weather station 
and other facilities that support 
the main business of making 
atomic weapon charges or help 
with the peaceful development 
of the atom. 


Emphasis on Safety. 


Both the AEC and its prime 
contractor for the plant, the 
General Electric Co., laid heavy 
emphasis on the safety of the 
operation here, as well as on 
the work it is doing that points 
toward the safe use of atomic 
energy anywhere for peaceful 
purposes. 

The press tour came after 
repeated demands over many 
years for more detailed infor- 
mation about the 600-square- 
mile reservation, where the 
plutonium for the Nagasaki 
bomb was made under the top- 
secret wartime Manhattan Dis- 
trict. 

Neither the AEC nor GE. 
unveiled any new development 
that indicated why the press 
tour was held at this particular 
time. It may be significant, 
however, that the AEC showed 
off the peaceful aspects of Han- 
ford just as the agency was 
embarking on a new series of 
weapon ‘tests in Nevada at a 
time when fallout hazards from 
nuclear tests have become: a 
highly controversial issue both 
here and abroad. , 

Reporters gathered for the 
tour just after sunrise in Rich- 
land, a G.E.-managed city of 
28,000 persons, just outside the 
barbed, wire. barricade sur- 
rounding the Hanford reserva- 
tion.

New Federal Agency Proposed 
With Wide Powers Over Aviation 


Presidential Aid’s Plan Would Absorb 


CAA and Restrict Functions of C.A.B. 
to Commercial Areas. 


By a Washington Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 14. 
PRESIDENTIAL ASSISTANT today recommended establish- 
A ment of an independent federal aviation agency with a broad 
authority over almost every aspect of aviation in the United 
States. 


Edward P. Curtis, President 
Eisenhower's special assistant 
for aviation facilities planning, 
said the proposed new agency 
should handle “all the essential 
management functions” neces- 
sary to serve the common needs 
of both civilian and military 
flying. 

Curtis’s recommendations | 
were set forth in a 51l-page final 
report outlining a suggested 
long-range national aviation 
policy. 

Would Absorb CAA. 

Under his plan, the present 
Civil Aerounautics Administra- 
tion, one of the two principal 
federal bodies in the aviation 
field, would be completely ab- 
sorbed into the new agency. The 
CAA is now under the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

Curtis proposed that the other 
main federal aviation agency, 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, be 
stripped of its power to formu- 
late aviation safety rules and 
regulations. 

This function, he said, should 
be given to the new agency, and 
the CAB, now an independent 
board, should concentrate on its 
“primary task of economic reg- 
ulation and promotion of air 
commerce.” 

As outlined by Curtis, the 
new agency would have exten- 
sive authority to develop major 
aviation policy, regulate and 
control air traffic and safety 
communications, allocate air- 
space and investigate accidents. 

Curtis said present complex 
relations between federal agen- 
cies “have contributed to the 
inability of government officials 
and Congress to understand the 
problems of national aviation 


board would be set up to begin 
bringing the country’s airways 
up to date. Later, this board 
would be absorbed into the new 
agency. 

For Higher User Charges. 

In today’s report, Curtis also 
said “prompt consideration” 
should be given to an “orderly 
increase” in existing charges to 
users of the nation’s airways. 

The present two-cent tax on 
aviation gasoline and other avi- 
ation excise taxes should be 
recognized by the Governrvent 
as a user charge, Curtis stated. 
He explained clearly that the 
aviation gasoline tax should be 
increased. 

As the cost of expanding gov- 
ernment ~y to aviation rises, 
“it becomes increasingly appro- 
priate for the users to share 
with the general taxpayers in 
paying for them,” the report 
said. 

Curtis, a vice president of ° 
Eastman Kodak Co. and a ma- 
jor general in the Air Force in 
World War II, was named a 
special presidential assistant on 
March 1, 1956, and was instruct- 
ed to study aviation problems 
in the wake of a series of air 
accidents. 

He said the nation’s airways 
are already overcrowded, and 
he predicted that the conges- 
tion will be three times as great 
by 1975, when commercial jet 
airliners will add to the prob- 
lems.

St. Louisans should understand three things 
about Mayor Tucker's $59,365,000 budget. 

First. If existing city services are to be main- 
tained, spending at about the $59,000,000 level 
appears necessary. While this may be somewhat 
less than palatable to the taxpayers who will 
have to foot the bill, the fact seems to be that 
drastic cuts in the budget can be achieved only 
at the expense of drastic cuts in service. 


The rise of about 11 per cent from the $53,- 
000,000 level of this year has been dictated 
principally by salary increases for the Police 
Department and salary and other needs of the 
Department of Public Welfare, which operates 
the city’s hospitals. 

Because the city has little control over its 
so-called “county” level of government its free- 
dom to achieve offsetting economies is sharply 
limited. The county offices, as well as the 
Police Department, are controlled in large 
measure by the Legislature. These offices are 
largely immune to the blue pencil of the budget 
director. 


So if spending is to be curtailed it inevitably 
will have to be in the area of municipal service 
—that is, in such things as public health, hospi- 
tals, recreation, street repair, garbage and rub- 
bish collection and the like. 


Second, The proposed i14-cent property taz 
rise is a far lighter burden than the City Ad- 
ministration might have suggested for property 
owners. 

The difference between anticipated revenues 
and the cost of maintaining existing municipal 
services is about $5,300,000. If this sum were 
to be raised solely from a levy on real and per- 
sonal property, a tax rise of 38 cents—not 14— 
would have been indicated. This is calculated 
on the basis of each cent of the rate producing 
$138,000 in cash. 

As it is, the City Administration proposes to 
raise only $1,928,000 from real and personal 
property. Another $2,680,000 would come from 
tripling the li-cent gasoline tax. And the re- 
maining $700,000 would result from lifting the 
cigarette tax from 1 to 2 cents a package. 
Whether these latter two levies will have an ad- 
verse effect on the sale of gasoline and cigar- 
ettes in the city, with lowered tax receipts, re- 
mains to be seen. ‘ 

The 14-cent property tax increase is based on 
authority the city has enjoyed but not used until 
now. The statutes permit a 10-cent levy for 
hospital purposes, 2 cents for public health 
and another 2 cents for recreation. Heretofore 
these services have been financed out of general 
revenue. 7 

With the 14-cent rise, the city tax rate would 
be $1.96 exclusive of public school financing. 
The Aldermen could levy no more than another 
4 cents without a vote of the people. 


Third, Municipal spending is likely to con- 
tinue its steady upward trend of the last decade 
so long as inflationary pressures continue to 
beset the nation’s economy. When city employes 
begin to feel the pinch of each new inflationary 
stage they seek relief in wage increases. That 
is where a substantial part of the earnings tax 
has gone. The current budget does not-provide 
for general salary increases for merit system 
employes. 

Adoption of the proposed new City Charter 
ought to afford some relief in that it should 
permit the city to operate more efficiently and 
economically. Even greater relief would be 
possible if the Legislature were co-operative. 
We refer specifically to the city’s heed for com- 
plete control of the organization, operations, 
personnel and spending of its “county” layer of 
government, parts of which wastefully overlap 
the municipal layer. 

The state also ought to do much more than 
it is doing in supporting certain hospital patients 
now cared for by the city, The fact it has not done 
so is the fault of the city’s legislative delegation 
to Jefferson City, and this may be # paramount 
issue in the state primaries in August, 1958.

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Many Reports, Same Finding 

The report of the special Senate committee 
on foreign aid completes a most remarkable 
roll call of official and citizen bodies during 
the past year. The verdict of all these bodies 
has been basically the same: that foreign aid is 
a valuable instrument of American foreign 
policy and should be continued for the indefi- 
nite future. 

The special committee was appointed during 
last year’s storm of criticism directed at the 
mutual security program, and completes its re- 
port during this year’s storm of the same. Its 
recommendations bear a striking resemblance 
to those of every group which has studied the 
matter seriously—the Fairless committee ap- 
pointed last year by President Eisenhower, the 
M.LT. and Priniceton study groups, the Commit- 
tee for Economic Development and others. 

In proposing the establishment of a revolving 
fund for economic development overseas, the 
special committee reflects a widespread feeling 
that economic aid should get more attention in 
the future. Secretary Dulles made a similar 
proposal earlier. 

The committee was wise, we think, to suggest 
that development assistance be divorced from 
cold war strategy. Some undeveloped nations 
that can make best use of this ald are deter- 


* mined not to become allies of either side in the 


cold war. To ihsist that they do so would simply 
méan reducing the scope and effectiveness of 
the assistance program. 
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Colombia Eyes the Junta 

The military junta that deposed Gen. Gustavo 
Rojas Pinilla last Friday as president of Colom- 
bia has shown wisdom in quickly promising con- 
stitutional reforms and in ousting five af 16 Ro- 
jas Pinilla governors in the provinces. But, even 
though this five-man junta forced Rojas Pinilla 
to resign and go inte exile, it is going to have 
te de more than that.to gain the full confidence 


- of the people. 


_ The junta suffers from the fact that it is 
made up of five military men who were friends 
ia president. There is no proof 
mot favor the suspension of elec- 
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‘majority of the Senate-House Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy. 

_ Mr. Eisenhower did not so much as acknow- 
ledge receipt of their letter for nearly four 
weeks, and did so then—over the signature of 
Presidential Assistant Sherman Adams—only 
after the letter had been published. 

Next day, whén Mr. Eisenhower was asked 
at his press conference about the letter from 
the Senators and Representatives, he replied, “I 
haven't seen it,” and then added, “My réaction 
if I got it was this: It is my responsibility to 
appoint people in the executive department.” 

Three years ago an even sharper rebuff at the 
White House’s hands was felt by Senator John 
Sherman Cooper of Kentucky, a member of the 
President’s own party. When Senator Cooper 
tried to get to the President with a compromise 
plan on the Dixon-Yates power project, he was 
“screened out” and had to content himself as 
best he could with talking to Presidential Assist- 
ant Sherman Adams. 

If the avenues of communication between 
President and Congress are to remain open, 
as it is so much in the interest of the country 
that they should, an open door and a full hear- 
ing for the pro-Hell’s Canyon Senators—not by 
some subordinate, but by the President—be- 
comes a matter of exceptional importance.

At Austin, two leaders of a segregation bloc 
in the state Legislature put pressure on the uni- 
versity authorities to remove the girl from the 
opera cast.

But the Student Council adopted a reso- 
lution rebuking the university administration 
and reaffirming its “belief that all bona fide 
students should be given an equal opportunity 
to participate in campus activities, both curric- 
ular and extra-curricular.”

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A Chance for the Railroads 


The riverfront offers the Terminal and the 
Missouri Pacific railroads a splendid “public 
relations” opportunity. They can make a unique 
contribution to the early completion of the Jef- 
ferson National Expansion Memorial—an act 
which would be appreciated from coast to coast 
and which would bring them more good will 
than usually is the portion of railroads. 

The railroads can tell the public agencies 
concerned, the National Park Service and the 
City of St. Louis, to stop worrying about the 
relocation of the riverfront tracks, a necessary 
preliminary to the development of the park 
and the building of the Saarinen arch. The 
roads can say, in effect, that they will move 
their tracks, and that the public agencies can 
feel free to use public funds for other aspects 
of the development. 

Actually, this would not be a bad business 
“deal.” The tracks now are located on public 
‘property, and they still will be on public prop 
erty once they are in the proposed tunnel. So 
the National Park Service would be warranted 
in charging a reasonable rental for the land 
used by the roads. But the Service might be 
persuaded to grant the roads a long-term ease- 
ment for a nominal consideration—if spared ex- 
pense in connection with the relocation. 

Far more important would be the good will 
earned by the Terminal and the MoPac. Al- 
Teady they are suspected in some quarters of 
hoping that nothing will be done on the. river- 
front so that they will have to do nothing. 
Representative Leonor Sullivan has reminded 
them that the federal and municipal - govern- 
ments are not without power to move private 
tracks off public property. And the public at- 
titude toward the railroads was not improved by 
the Benesch report, prepared by an old associ- 
ate of the Terminal’s Armstrong Chinn. 

Nobody really wants to “run the railroads off 
the place.” The roads have served St. Louis and 
will continue to do so. But where would they 
be without the business which St. Louis provides 
for them? St. Louls made the railroads. St. 
Louis and the nation have been good customers. 
And it is good business to please customers 
rather than to frustrate them. 

We would like to believe that the directors of 
these two railroads have not only good business 
sense, but also a fine civic spirit. They are proud 
of their contribution to the expansion of the 
nation. Here is a chance to celebrate it. Here 
is a chance to do the handsome thing.

There was a disquieting military 
background to the NATO conference in 
Bonn. The alliance increased its stra- 
tegic commitments when it extended a 
protective umbrella from the Rhine to 
the German Republic’s eastern border. 
But at the same time it reduced from 
65 to 30 the minimal number of divi- 
sions considered necessary for emer- 
gency. 

NATO doesn’t yet have those 30 di- 
visions.

—Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
said today there is only “a cal- 
culated and a small risk” to 
the United States in joining the 
international atomic energy 
agency. 

Strauss told the Senate For- 


eign Relations and Atomic En- 
ergy comittees he considers the 
safeguards proposed for the 
agency to be “sound and ade- 
quate.” The- committees are 
considering a treaty which 
would make this country a mem- 
ber of the 80-nation agency. 

Strauss sought chiefly to allay 
fears of some Senators who 
have said they believe nuclear 
materials made available to the 
agency by this country for 
peaceful purposes might be di- 
verted to weapons. 

The AEC chairman said the 
uranium to be supplied to the 
agency by the United States 
for use .by other members 
would be a relatively low- 
enrichment type. 

“To convert into weapons 
material any appreciable 
quantity of the low-enrich- 
ment U-235 would require

Atomic Plane 


In 20 Years, Expert Predicts 


TOKYO, May 14 (AP) — An 
atomic expert said today the 
United States should produce 
its first atom-powered plane 
“sometime in the next 20 years.” 

Alan H,. Lazar, who helped 
construct the Nautilus, Ameri- 
ca’s first_atom-driven submarine, 
said weight of the atomic 
engine and proper shielding to 
protect the crew were the main 
problems. 

He presented his views in a 
paper read at the United 
States-Japan atomic industrial 
conference meeting here and at 
a press conference. 

Lazar, project engineer for 
Babcock & Wilcox Co., said 
the United States Air Force 
“has been expending considera- 
ble effort” to develop a nuclear 
plane. 

“Most of the information 
regarding the project cannot be 
published,” he said, “but this 
much can be noted: 

“A conventionally propelled 
airplane has flown with an air- 
craft type reactor on board. 
This reactor was not operating, 
Also a turbojet engine was pow- 
erd exclusively by heat from 
an experimental reactor at the 
national reactor testing station 
at Arco, Idaho. Although this 
test was on a laboratory scale, it 
marked a significant advance in‘ 
the development of nuclear 
powered flight.” 

Nuclear Vehicles Studied. 

Lazar said consideration had 
been given to nuclear-powered 
locomotives, trucks, busses and 
automobiles, but no serious de- 
sign efforts have been estab- 
lished, Ships, he said, were a 
different matter. 

“The United States Navy has 
pulled out all stops toward con- 
version toward an all nuclear 
fleet,” the engineer said. 

Japanese scientists generally 
were unconvinced by American 
claims that United States-built 
nuclear reactors are superior to 
Britain’s Calder Hall. Speaking 
of the British reactor, one Japa- 
nese representative summed up 
the feeling of most of the 300 
Japanese scientists attending 
the conference this way: 


“It’s already producing elec- |

CANNES. 
T HE first Russian entry at the Cannes Film Fes- 


tival was shown here the other night. It was an 

extreme departure from previous Russian films 
bevausé this one was a love stofy. Up until now the 
Russians have avoid- 
ed love in their films 
except when two fac- 
tory workers fell in 
love with each other. 
(Usually when she 
made her quota and 
he didn’t.) But this 
one was a love story, 
it was no doubt 
about it. It was 
called “The Forty- 
First” and told the 
story of a White Rus- 
sian officer and a 
Red Russian sniper- 
ess.

VIENNA, Austria. 


HE British people, I think, 
have felt very keenly the 
rift between their 


more or less an academic ques- 
tion, to them it is of great im- 
portance in their daily lives. 

The British still have severe 
gasoline rationing. No one can 
drive his car more than 200 
miles a month. In the United 
States that would mean that I 
could not go from Hyde Park 
to New York City more than 
once a month, and I would 
have to be extremely careful in 
making just the few errands 
that take me between Hyde Park 
and Poughkeepsie, covering 10 
to 15 miles every day and some- 
times more. 


Something like this that af- 
fects the daily lives of people 
tends to make the British say: 
“Perhaps what our Government 
did was not entirely right, but 
how could we wait any longer 
for you in the United States to 
do something?” 

The British feel somewhat 
bitter against our Government 
for this inaction which they 
blame for not only bringing 
upon them a difficult economic 
situation but hurting their pres- 
tige in the world. They feel, 
too, that they had been de- 
prived of some of their secur- 
ity with the loss of an ally 
they always had counted upon 
—the United States. 

I think, of course, that the 
deterioration of personal rela- 
tionships between men in posi- 
tions of importance in the 
United States and _. Britain 
brought on some of our 
difficulties. 

If this had happened during 
World War II, we would not 
have won the war. We should 
remember this now because in 
our fight to win the peace it is 
just as important that relation- 
ships with our oldest allies, 
Great Britain and Francé, be 
good, both on a personal and 
official level.
